This is 
cuite a siz,lc test and all that is necessary is to dig over 
one spit of soil with a spade, and if the soil clods break up 
easily, then the ground can be dug over. I should stress, though, 
tnat Just because the clods can be broken up we vould be unwise 
t9 dO SC, as further rain vill compress the soil end air, ard 
frost will be excluded. So leave the soil in large clods and 
let Lother lature do the rest for you.
